LATHAM IN AEROPLANE

CONFERENCE WITH CEN. HUBBARD

President of Peary Arctic Club Peary
, Claims That Cook Had Insufficient

Equipment to Reach the Pole.

3ar Harbor, Me.,-- . Sept. 27. Com-
mander Robert E. Peary, accompanied
by his wife, reached here tonight from
Portland,: and .within yha.lt an hour of
his arrival was in conference with
General Thomas 'H.' Hubbard, presi-
dent of the Peary- Arctic club, concern-
ing the statement which will shortly be
made public by Commander Peary to
support his contention that Dr. Fred-
erick A. Cook did not reach the pole.The -- two were: still m conference late
tonight .at General Hubbard's summer
home, where the explorer was a guest.

. Looking Over Data.
"Those Is nothing to say' just now,"

said General Hubbard tonight. "Com-
mander Peary is here and we are look-
ing over .the data he has or, the Cook
controversy, but there is no statement
to be made at this. time.

"No date has-been set for the meet-
ing of the officers of the Peary Arctic
club, and I .shelly not determine that
until ; my return to New York next
week."..

The consultation will be continued
tomorrow and late- - in the day Com-
mander Peary wilj probably return to
his home at Eagle Island. It is gen-
erally believed that he and General
Hubbard will go to New York to-
gether. ' ' ; -

Peary Goes Over Hia Evidence.
From what can be learned of the

conference tonight Peary went over
every phase of his; alleged evidence
against Dr. Cook from the time the
Brooklyn explorer began his prepara-
tions to go north more than two years
ago until after his interviews with Dr.
Cook's" Eskimos at Etah. General
Hubbard has been arranging this ma-
terial in order as personal counsel for
Peary.

There was a large crowd 'at the
steamboat landing, notwithstanding the
Inclement weather, to give Commander
Peary and his wife a hearty welcome
today. . General Hubbard greeted the
explorer and his wife as they left the
steamerr then the party drove to Hill
Crest the general's home.

Spoke Frequently of Harry Whitney.
, During - the trip to Bar1' Harbor
Peary spoke frequently of Harry Whit-
ney. "There might have been some
strange reasons why Whitney did not
go back to Etah in the Jeanie for Dr.
Cook's stuff," he said. : " cannot und-

erstand-how anyone could let such
records get out of his hands. I would
not give my. records to my dearest
relative: I say again I don't see how
Cook, eould have, turned his stuff over
to Whitney or anybody else. " I se-
cured my Instruments In a bag and
the flag which I took to the 'pole I
sewed in my clothes and wore until I
reached Battle Harbor.
Didn't See Why He Should Carry

: Cook's Freight
"I kept my records under watch dayana night, and I was prepared. In case

thex Roosevelt was crushed in the ice,to throw them overboard so that theywould float in their cases. Can
imagine my giving up those records to
a perfect stranger?

"Harry Whitney did not tell me
what was in Dr. Cook's stuff exceptrix - fox skins, - a narwhal horn and
some other trophies. I cannot see
why I should have carried the stuff
when Cook could have taken it. If
Dr.- Cook's stuff was of such import
ance; why did not Whitney go back
in the Jeanie and get it?
Examined Cook'a Sledge and Snow- -

" ' ahoea.
"I saw Dr. Cook's sledge at Etah

and looked it over carefully, while
Professor McMillan held ' up Cook's
snowshoes and showed them to me.
But I didn't examine the snowshoes
carefully.?' - .

. .Reverting to Dr. Cook's things, he
continued:

"I Imagine Dr. Cook's stuff was made
up of superfluous instruments. After
Whitney had put the stuff ashore I
told' the Eskimos to leave it alone..

"On from the pole I saw
all the Eskimos and talked with them.
After what I heard I would not credit
Cook's claims. The letter that in-

formed he that Dr. jCook had claimed
the pole was from a whaler named
Captain Adams and not WaiXer as has
been stated. . The .letter was dated
June 17. and"--1 received it at Cape
York."
The Proof an Explorer Should Bring

Back. -

'What proof would you reauire of
an explorer, that he had. been far
north?" Peary , was asked.

"That if a man went to the highest
point that had been reached before, he
should bring back the records he
found there," said Commander Peary.

"You will note that Cook's route
to the pole was 107 miles longer each
way. than mine. The people can make
their own deduction whether Dr. Cook
with his equipment could have made
such a journey.

"Dr. Cook. claims he went from lati-
tude 78 1-- 2 to 90 degrees and back td
7 "degrees, altogether just 25 2.

Then think the best previous record
made by any explorer was a total of
11 degrees.

"I cannot say whether the extra
107 miles each way that Cook says he
traveled would have kept me away
from the pole or not- - H might and it
might not have.;" the difficulty In Arc-
tic travel as you proceed north in-

creases not tn arithmetical but in ge-
ometrical progression."

MESSINA AGAIN THE SCENE

Of Seismic Disturbancea According to
Prof. Perrett Sun, Earth and Moon

in Line With Each Other. -

Messina. Sept 27. Frank A. Perret,the American volcanologist who ar-
rived here today, believes from his
scientific deductions that this part of
Sicily will again be the scene of seis-
mic disturbances. Mr. Perrett said:
"Wednesday, September 29, is the datemost favorable for earthquakes or
eruptions. At the time the sun, earth
and moon are in line with one another
and the moon also is at its nearest
approach to the earth.

Gravitational Distortion.
"This combination occurs frequently,

tending to produce gravitational dis-
tortion of the earth's form; namely to
change the earth from a sphere to an
ellipse. This extra strain often acts
upon the weak spots in the earth's
crust, causing them to give way and
thus producing earthquakes or volcan-
ic eruptions.
Effect of Planets to Add Great Strain

"On Wednesday it happens that the
planet Mars is nearest to the earth
and also most directly in line with
the earth, sun and moon, while Saturn
is not far from the same line. Ju-
piter, although far on the other side
of the sun, is also in a line with the
earth. It is true that the effect of
these planets is very much less than
that of the sun and the moon, but
when their effect is added the strain
will be greater than usual. Thus I
consider that Tuesday, Wednesday and
Thursday next will be very dangerous.
Possibly nothing special will occur, but
this will simply mean that the earth
has resisted the danger that never-
theless existed."

New York. Sept. 27. Dr. Cook con-

Press a formal reply to some of the
most material of the charges brought
against him by Commander Peary. A
more complete declarations will be is-

sued by the explorer when Command-
er Peary makes his accusations over
his own signature.

Those Unfit Sledges. ,
The statement Is as follow?:
"Cammander Peary says that my

sledges were not fitted to Arctic trav-
el, and that he would not rare to voy-
age in the Arctic with them. The only
sledge Commander Peary saw was half
a one, which I had given rto Mr. Whit-
ney as a souvenir. The remainder of
it had been used to make bows and
arrows.
Foolish to 8ubject Instruments to Un-

necessary Risk.
"As to my reasons for leaving my

instruments w(ith Mr. Whitney, he hsd
told me that the Eric was coming to
Etah and would take him over to the
American side to hunt big game and
would come back later to Annootok.
The distance from Annootok to Up-
per Navik by the route which I was
compelled to follow was nearly 700
miles. In that, journey I had to travel
ovt-- high land in two places, with gla
ciers and difficult places to negotiate:
The ice was extremely rough and there
was a good, deal of water to be ex-

pected that would have subjected the
instruments to a risk which was en-

tirely unnecessary, when Mr. Whitney
awaited a ship to 50 to Etah for him,
upon which ho expected to return di-

rect to America.
"By going to TTpper Navik I hoped

to get gack by the end of July or the
middle of August I wanted to see my
family as soon as possible, as I had
been separated from them for over two
